ried out by the Denver Consolidated Elec- 
tric company and involved the erection 
of a special plant for the purpose. It is the 
largest and most extensive contract of the 
kind ever undertaken by a single electric 
company in the United States. Four great 
search lights, each of 5,000 candle-power, are 
placed in conspicuous positions in different 
parts of the town, and so constructed that 
powerful reflectors concentrate the rays at 
any point desired and give the clearness of 
daylight at a distance of two or three miles. 
The area covered by the general illumination 
from these special plants is a mile in length 
by nearly half a mile in width. 

Thousands of Incandescent Lights. 

A magnificent double arch near the Masonic 
Temple has upon it no fewer than 2,062 colored 
incandescent lights. The other arches near the 
depot are fitted out with 500 and 200 lights 
respectively, and over a score of emblems on 
the public streets have each from 80 to 250 
lights. In addition to these emblems, fifty- 
six street intersection stringers are so ar- 
ranged asto harmonize with the other illu- 
minations and give to the whole a charming 
and fairy-like appearance, 

The dazzling dispiay is not, however, con- 
fined to these public illuminations, which were 
pre pared at the expense of the local Tnennial 
committee and the citizens at large. Prob- 
ably in no city in the United States is there 
more electric lighting used than in Denver. 
Dozens of the large business firms in the city 
have their own independent plants, and these 
in every instance have. been turned for the 
time being into furnishing the best illuminat- 
ing effects for the conclave. Interiors are 
decorated with a wonderful variety of beaut:- 
ful designs, formed of colored imeandescent 
lamps, and on the outside of the buildings 
hang glowing arc lights that illuminate the 
whole structure. Private résidences, hotels, 
and clubs are alike one blaze of brilliancy, 
and the streets are crowded with sight-seers. 
Nothing to compare with these illuminations 
has ever before been seen in the West.

Union Musicians Will Not Play with Out- 
side Organizations. 

The fight be mg made by union musicians 

against government and alien bands will prob- 


ably precipitate a contest at the Knights Tem- 


plar conclave at Denver in its grand parade 
Wednesday. ‘ 

The Chicago union bands did not go to the 
conclave. The leading bands in and around 
‘Chieago are Nevans’ Band, the Second Regi- 
ment Band, the Pullman Band, and the Elgin 

Early last fall Nevans’ Band of sixty pieces 
was engaged by Chicago Commandery No. 19, 
Knights Templar, to accompany them to the 
conclave. 

The convention of the National League of 
Musicians, to which Nevans’ Band belongs, 
met in New York last March and adopted the 
following resolutions: 

Wrereas, The National League of Musicians 
ofthe United States, in convention assembled. 
have learned from reliable sources that for the 
Triennial Conclave of the Knights Templar to be 
held during the present year in tne City of Den- 
ver, Colo., bands have been engaged that are in 
the service of the United States, ond that in one 
case a band of musicians have been engaged that 
are neither citizens nor residents of the United 
States. Therefore be it N f 

Resolved; That the National League hereby for- 
bids and prohibits any band composed of mem- 
bers wholly or in part cf members of any local of 
this league from participating in any procession, 
tournament, or public entertainment in which 
any government band or bands take part outside 
of their government duties; and be it further 

Resolved, That the above prohibition-be and is 
hereby applicable to alien bands in any case. 

Resolved, That the most eminent officers of the 
Knights Templar be made fully acquainted with 
the existing state of affairs in Denver, Colo., in 
reference to the conclave to be held there during 
the present year, and be advised, as far as possi- 
ble and expedient, to notify all their command- 
eries that in making their contracts for bands 
they do so with members of the Nationa! League 
of Musicians of the United States so as to avoid 
the possibility of any unpleasant conflict arising 
from the fact that government and foreign bands 
will prevent American bands that are members of 
the National League from taking part in the con- 
clave. 

Apollo Cammandery engaged the Second 
Regiment Band. This also belongs to the 
National League of Musicians. When the 
time for the conclave came near both com- 
manderies feared that these two bands would 
leave the line in the parade at Denver in case 
the government or alien bands were in the 
procession. 

A government military band accompanied 
one of the Eastern commanderies. The fa- 
mous Thirteenth Battalion Band of Hamilton, 
Ont., had been engaged by St. Bernard Com: 
mandery of Chicago. The Nevang Band had 
purchased new uniforms and a costly lot of 
Knight Templar music for the occasion, 

The National League of Musicians sent 
officers to Denver to order their bands out of 
the line in case any military or alien bands 
joined the parade. Fearing that the Nevans 
Band and Second Regiment Band would desert 
them on the parade the Chicago and Apollo 
Commanderies, respectively, oroke their con- 
tracts. There was no ill feeling between 
Nevans and the Chicago Commandery. He 
has been a member of that body for nineteen 
years.

Waited for It All Night, 

Sunday evening J. Kneip, Yardmaster for 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, 
received instructions that the train en route

Mr. Kneip did not know 
whether or not the train, which was running 
on special time, would arrive before the regu- 
lar passenger at 6:45 a. m. In order not to 
miss it he remained up all night.

Unite to Control tha Home Market. 

San Francisco, Gal, Aug. 8.—[Special. ]— 
Articles of incorporation were filed today by 
a flour-milling combine, consisting of six 
wealthy companies with thirteen of the largest 
mills on the coast. The capital is $10,000,000, 
of which $4,800,000 is paid up. Horace Davis, 
the wealthy miller and recently President of 
the State University, is the official head 
of the combine, and George B. Sperry is 
Vice-President. The joint capacity of the 
mills in the combine is 6,000 barrels a day.

FOUR GARZA MEN ARE CAPTURED, 


Marshal Frick Succeeds in Taking Them— 
More Activity. | 

No Granpez Crry, Tex., Aug. 8,—Four more 
Garza revolutionists were arrested near here 
today by United States Marshal Frick and a 
force of deputies. The prisoners are Juan 
Garza, Vicente Garcia, Felipe Salines, and 
Catend Lizondo, Mexican ranchers, under in- 
dictment in the United States court for vio- 
lating the neutrality laws. Marshal Frick 
personally is in command, his active 
campaign being occasioned by reports 
of Garza’s presence on the border for 
the purposé of renewing his revolutionary 
movements. While there is great activity on 
the part of the Federal officials they profess 
to know nothing of Garza’s whereabouts, but 
it is probable that they know more than they 
care to tell. The Garza rumors are given 
plausibility by the presence in El Paso of 
Gen. Ruiz Sanoval, an avowed enemy of the 
Diaz government.

John Vaughn Clarke, for twenty-five 5 years 
President of the Hibernian Bank, died at his 
home, No, 122 Rush street, at 4 o’clock yester-' 
day morning. His death was due to catarrhal 
gastritis, with which he had been afflicted for 
a year, but until within the last six weeks a 
fatal termination was not looked for. 
weeks ago Mr. Clarke became much worse 
and he was compelled to give up all business, 
For two weeks before his death he was con- 
fined to his bed. 

Mr. Clarke was identified with the business 
prosperity of Chicago from 1849 to the time 
of his death. He was born in Union Hall, 
County Cork, Ireland, in 1825. He was the 
son of William Clarke, @ man of fortune, who

owing to financial reverses left Ireland and 
settled in Kingston, Cayada, when the son was 
12 years old. Owmg to the straitened circum- 
stances of the family young Clarke was ap- 
prenticed to a grocery firm in Kingston, 
where he remained a few years, going from 
there to New York, where. he entered 
wholesale grocery nove of Dater & Co. 

1849 he moved to Chitago, establishing a 
wholesale grocery Wear: under the firm name 
of Warren, Clarke & Dater, Dater being a son 
of the senior member of the New York firm. 

In 1863 the firm clesed its business in Chi- 
cago arid Mr. Clarke returned New York, 
where he became connected wi * the firm of 
Dater & Co., 3 there four years. In 
1867 he returned to C cago and established 
the Mercantile Association, the name of which 
was subsequently changed to the Hibernian 
Banking Association. He was made its first 
President, and continued in that capacity un- 
til the time of his death. 

The Hibernian Bank was for years in the 
building at the southwest corner of Clark and 
Lake streets until the Ist of May of the pres- 
ent year; when the institution was removed to 
the second floor of the Ashland Block. It was 
looked upon as financial headquarters for the 
Irish-A mericans in and Mr. Clarke 
was held one of the most influential Irishmen 
in the city. He was made nt — 2 ad min- 
istrator for many estates led prop- 
erty for non-residents. Mr. Se was never 
active in politics and never held office. He 
es a member of the Union club.

ple, rich and poor, old and young. The quan- 
tity so supplied daily is estimated to exceed 10,- 
000 barreis. Stated more precisely, it is 1,350,- 
000 quarts, or nearly one quart per capita. The 
whole of this vast quantity is certified to as 
being natural and pure when it reaches the 
hands of the retailers, and the comfort ing as 
surance is given that no manufactured milk 
could compete with natural skim milk at four 
cents a gallon. 

During last year this city received 127,765,- 
048 pounds of butter. Out of that it supplied 
an enormous city and consumption and 
shipped 140,737,620 pounds, the difficulty of 
selling tar more than was received being ex- 
plained by the manufacture of artificial butter 
at the packing-houses. The excess of receipts 
of cheese over shipments was 12,618,000 
pounds, or more than ten pounds per head. 
The excess of eggs was 590,00u cases of thirty 
dozen each, or at the rate of nearly one egg 
for two persons every day in the year. With 
these were received vast quantities of fruits 
and fish, with meats besides that from ani- 
mals slaughtered in the city. Irrespective of 
our sales to other communities the trade in all 
these articles is a big one, since it supplies the 
daily food wants of 1,500,000 people, most of 
whom have hearty appetites. 

Chicago is far greater as a distributing 
point. It sells to all the civilized world. Its 
grain and meats are scattered broadcast over 


-alarge part of Europe, while the other arti- 


cles named are distributed over vast areas in 
the United States. For instance, last year we 


shipped four times as much cheese and two- 


thirds as many eggs as were consumed here. 
This immense distribution involves an equally 
comprehensive gathering in, for very little is 
furnished from within our own limits, not- 
withstanding the sneers of some Eastern 
papers about the agricultural areas in our 
We reach out to California and Florida 
for our fruits, laying Georgia and Louisiana 
under secondary contributions therefor. We 
take fish from the Gulf of Mexico and the 
bays. off the coast of New England, 
oysters from the coast of the Atlantic 
States, whitefish frum the lakes, and 
salmon from the rivers of our Pacific coast. 
Ia fact we draw supplies from everywhere, 
This is a cosmo- 
politan market for nearly all kinds ot food, 
and most emphatically so for the great staples 
which make human bone and muscle, the 
food of the multitudes, though the more 
choice-edibles that tempt the palate of the 
gourmand are nut neglected. 

In the present practical age this is an ele- 
ment of power, of prominence, of influence 
over the people of other countries which they 
cannot and do nut wish to ignore. The deni- 
zens of the Old World, equally with the New, 
have long since learned to look upon Chicago 
as a most important eenter for food distribu- 
tion, and as filling in that respect a role which is 
essential to the sustenance of humanity, that 
function lying at the basis of all true comfort. 
For that reason the world regards Chisago as 
the most fitting place in which to celebrate 
the four hundredth anniversary of the Colum- 
bian discovery. It does so becauss recog- 
nizing the fact that the useful is not only 
more enduring than the merely beautiful but 
that which is the foundation of the other—the 
useful being necessary to the existence of the 
beautiful as well as to its appreciation and en- 
joyment by mortals, 


INFORMATION WANTED FROM THE DEMO- 
CRATS. 


For the first time in its history of sixty years 

the Democratic party has tendered to its op- 
ponents the free trade issue. Hitherto it has 
figured as the champion of tariff reform,” 
which is nothing more than the lowering of 
protective duties. The remarkable step in ad- 
vance taken by the Chicago convention is due 
to the influence exerted on the party by Mr. 
Cieveland in his message of 1887. He asserted 
therein that the duties on foreign imports are 
paia by the consumers, and that they pay as 
much extra for home-made goods competing 
with the imported ones as they would if the 
former were imported and had to pay duties, 
According to Senator Mills this extra charge 
is at least à billion and a quarter dollars u 
year, 
This positive assertion of the ex-President 
was brooded over by the Democrats. They 
thought of it, paying no attention to what 
else he said in his message. Finally they 
reached the conclusion that, assuming he 
toid them the truth, protection, which taxed 
the people thus, Was “‘ unconstitutional and a 
robbery.” They said so in their platform. 
Mr. Cleveland in his acceptance speech said 
so with increased emphasis. Nearly all the 
Democrats have fallen into line. A few papers 
are trying to straddle and quibble, but the 
party is practically unanimous that protec- 
tion must go. 

This is the greatest issue the Democrats 
have tendered the Republicans since the Con- 
federates of the South and the Copperheads 
of the North took ground in favor of the dis 
solution of the Union. That was a great 
social and political issue. Free trade is a 
great economic one. The Republicans did 
not shrink from the contest in 1861, nor will 
they now. They will meet their opponents on 
the battleground they have chosen. 

The Democratic leaders and teachers having 
come, out so boldly in favor of free trade 
must furnish truthful information to the 
voters on two important points. One of them 
is: How shall the revenues be raised under 
free trade? The other is: What effect will 
free trade have on the American wage scale 
and wageworker? At present $178,000,000 is 
raised by protective duties on ‘competitive 
goods. Under free trade such goods would 
all be duty free and the revenue from them 
lost. But the government must have that 
money. If it cannot get it from one source it 
must from another. Logically the duties 
taken off competitive goods must be put on 


} non-competitive ones, such as tea, coffee, 


sugar, molasses, cocoa, and spices. Enough 


} revenue could be obtained trom them and by 


duties on imported tobacco and liquors to 
make good the loss of revenue on competitive 
goods. 

The Democratic press and leaders do not 
say. however, whether they will put on tea, 
coffee, and sugar the duties they intend abol- 
ishing on manufactured goods, or whether 
they will increase the internal revenue excises 
on liquors and tobucco or reintroduce tne in- 
come tax. As they must have somo plan they 
ought to state it, so that the voters may know 
how the requirements of the Treasury are to 


de met after all protective duties are abolished. 


It is of more importance still that the Dem- 
ocrats should tell the workingmen 
what the actual effect of free trade will be on 
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becomes possible for the 
point where they get about the same pay as 


their European rivals. But the wageworkers 


kick at this outcbme of fred trade. 

The Democratic leaders should’ explain to the 
workingmen, half of whom at least belong to 
their own party, wherein it would 
advantage to have no work at all or to have 
their wages cut one-half, so that their employ- 
ers could compete with the European manu- 
facturers. It is easy.to explain to these men 
as consumers that the cheaper they can buy 


foreign goods the better for them. The Dem- 


oerats will present that view of the case. But 
they must show the wageworkers also that 
they will be still better off with the pay cut in 
two. They will dodge this aspect of the case 
to their utmost, and Republicans must not 
neglect to state this. important side of the 
case.

Ak. GLADSTONE’S PATRONAGE 

Mr. Gladstone will hate some splendid gifte 
to confer on his political friends in the latter 
part of this week or early.in the next. In 
Great Britain public s¢rvants are much more 
highly paid than in this country, where the sal- 
aties of Federal officers have nut been greatly 
increased since the early days of the Repub- 
lic. The “chief officags of the crown,” as 
they are called in Engläud, get a compensa- 


tion which it would arouse the indignation of | 


our Holmans to propose for the Cabinet 
officers of the United States. 

But as the compengation in most instances 
was fixed in Engiand a century or more ago 
the men who do the most useful and the best 
work are not those who get the best salaries. 
Thus the English Lord Chancellor, whose 
principal duties are to preside over the House 
of Lords and distribute the legal patronage, 
gets $50;000 por annum and a pension of 
$25,000 per annum when out of ole after his 
first appointment, while the First Lord of the 
Treasury, who is usually the Prime Minister, 
gets only $25,000 per annum. The Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland gets $100,000 per 
annum, but he is expected to spend every 
dollar of it in entertaining the loyal Irish,“ 
and in tiying to make the “ disloyal Irish” 
loyal. The Lord Chancollor of Ireland gets 
$40,000 per annum and a retiring pension of 
$20,000. This big plum goes this time to the 
most popular member of the Irish bar, 
Samuel Walker, an Ulster Presbyterian Home 
Ruler. The Secretaries of State for the 
Home, Foreign, Indian, Colonial, and War 
Department and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer get $25,000 each. 

The Attorney-General for England gets 
$35,000 and the Solicitor-General 30. 
000, The Irish Attorney-General’s  sal- 
ary is $12,895 ahd the  Solicitor-Gen- 
eral's $8,770. The Lord Advocate of Scotland 
obtains $11,940 per annum, while the Scotch 
Solicitor-General gets only $4,77 

The First Lord of the Admiralty is paid 
$22,500 per annum, the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland $22,225, the Secretary for Scotland 
$15,000. The Postmaster-General has to be 
content with $12,500, the Minister of Agri- 
culture (a new office) with $15,000. Presi- 
dents of the Board of Trade and of the Local 
Government. Board, the Commissioner of 
Works, the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster (a sinecure), the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, the Secretary of the Admiralty, the Po- 
litical Secretary to the ZDreasury, and tho Fi- 
nancial Secretary to the Treasury get $10,000. 

There are eight other Under Secretaries, all 
with seats in Parliament, who get $7,500 each 
per annum. There are three Junior Lords 
of the Treasury” and a Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty ” who get $5,000 each. 

The officers of the Queen’s household, near- 
ly always Peers, are Wal paid. The Master 
of the Horse gets $12,500, the Master of the 
Buckhounds $8500, the Lord Chamberlain 
$10,000, the Lord Steward $10,000, and thir- 


teen other officers with salaries varying from’ 


$6,000 to $1,520,

THE APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE FAIR. 

The official report of tue conferences on the 
Sundry Civil bill, as published in the Con- 
gressional Record, sets forth the details of the 
appropriations made forthe Fair. The con- 
ference committee considered eight amend- 
ments to the bill bearmg upon the Fair, and 
arrived at the following ‘agreements: 

The first amendment appropriates for the 
government exhibit $408,260, instead of $316,- 
500 as proposed by the House aud $500,000 as 
proposed by the Senate. The second appro- 
priates for the World’s Columbian Commis- 
sion $230,000, instead of $95,500 as proposed. 
by the House and $320,000 as proposed by the 
Senate. The third authorizes the use of $110,- 
000 of the sum appropriated for the commis- 
sion for the Board of Lady Managers, instead 
of $36,000 as proposed by the House and $138,- 
000 as proposed by the Senate. The fourth 
authorizes the use of $5,000 out of the com- 
mission’s appropriation, instead of $10,000 as 
proposed by the Senate, to be used in the dis- 
cretion of the Director-General for incidental 
purposes. The remaining four amendments 
agreed upon authorize two meetings of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition and the Board 
of Lady Managers in 1893; strike from the 
bill the provision proposed by the House con- 
ferring the powers and duties of the World's 
Columbian Commission prescribed in Sec. 7 of 
the act of April 25, 1890, on the Board of Ref- 
erence and Control when said commission is 
not in session; strike out the Senate’s pro- 
vision for the additional members of the Na- 
tional Commission for the five civilized tribes 
in the Indian Territory; and, lastly, provide 


that the sums appropriated on account of the 


government eéxhibit and the expenses 
of the Worlu’s Columbian Commission shall 
be in full of the liability of the United States 
on account thereof.

DISPOSITION OF STABLE 1 REFUSE. 

A letter from New York in -yesterday’s 
Tann gave a mass of useful information in 
relation to the efforts made by the Health De- 
partment there to have the manure of the 


city promptly removed and the nuisances |. 


which had attended it abated. The article 


shows how New York and Brooklyn have 


effected a practical solution of the problem of 


disposing of stable manure, though it was at- 


tended there with some difficulties greater 
thau any that have to be encountered in Chi- 


cago. In the more densely packed portions 
of New York City many of the houses were 


used as stables on the lower floors, while 
above them closely packed humanity lived 
and seethed and suffered. The mortality in 
those districts was one-sixth greater than it 
has been since the evil was abated, a fact 
which is of itself sufficient to plead trumpet- 


tongued forsanitary reform in connection with 


stable refuse: New York has a bay convenient 
in which the stuff can be dumped, and disposes 
of part of it in that way. In that re- 
spect its people have the advantage of us, as 
it would imperil the character of our water 
supply to duinp such material into the lake. 
But in every other particular we are at least 
as well situated, and in some more so. We 


have easy access to the country on three sides 


of our city, a level site for hauling, and have 
not quite so much of a crowded condition in 
the narrow avenues where the stable refuse is 
mostly placed before removal. 

The City of New York makes enough out of 
the sale pf the stable refuse to pay the ex- 
penses of handling it. This fact is an agree- 
able surprise to the many who resolved on a 
reform, though expecting it would cost them 
dearly in the matter of money. It is handled 
in various ways—by barreling, 
it loosely into closed vats for re- 
moval, baling, and burning. The baling 
process has been recommended as the best 
for Chicago, and possibly may yet prove to be 
so, though some objections are raised to it at 


the East. It is alleged that the heart of the 


bale is reduced to ashes by fermentation, for 
which reason the fariners are not willing to 
pay so much for the material in that shape as 
if it were loose. This point is now under in- 
vestigation, and will be upon by the 
authorities some time *next month. The 
manure is to be subjected to all sorts of 
anulyses and tests before and after baling, 
and if it be proved that the process is not in- 
jurious the Board of Health may force the 
dealers to take the stuff in bales, whether they 
like it or not. The outcome of those tests 
will be awaited with much interest in Chi- 
cago. 

Yet this is merely a matter of detail. Its 
settlement, pro or con, will not alter the de- 
cision with regard to the one great question. 
The stable refuse must go. If not by baling, 
then in one of the other ways in use m New 
Yurk. They include the essential feature of 
removal in covered receptacles and in the 
early morning hours when most of the people 
are asleep so as to cause the minimym of an- 
neyance to the average citizen. Chicago 
must get rid of its stable manure and with the 
least of attendant mischief. It is a necessity 
not only to cleanliness but to life. The health 
officer of New York says truly that undis- 
turbed collections of this material are the hot- 
beds of typhoid, typhus-fever, diphtheria, and 
other zymotic disease germs and that the con- 
dition cannot exist in a crowded community 
without inducing disease. He says if the manure 
is allowed to lie in quantities for anywhere over 
a week microscopic examination will show it 
to be full of germs of these diseases, and 
any person working it or near it is bound in 
time to become affected aud taken down. The 
presence of typhoia-fever is always traced to 
some such condition as this, and we have never 
known the condition to exist but the fever 
could be found among the people living near 
it. These are terrible statements. terribly 
true, ahd their force should be sufficient to 
stir up to action the people of this city in get- 
ting rid of the menace of disease and death. 
They should not rest till the evil here is in 
process of r@pid abatement.

The S. Pizzatti, when within about one and a 
half miles of shore, opened fire and several 
shells struck ashore, exploding in the villages 
of Bonito, Juan Lopez, and Juan Leandro. 
The steam launch was subsequently 
sighted landing soldiers from the Piz- 
zatti under cover of its fire. 
As the vessel neared Ceiba and the Leiva 
forces attacked the town on the beach and in 
the rear the Pizzatti stood well off to the 
northwest and dropped several shells into 
Ceiba. Aftera desperate fight between the 
Nuila and the government troops the insur- 
gents fled precipitately. 

At this juncture Gen. Manuel Bonilla, Don 
Pablo Ayes Canelas, and other officers and 
leaders of the insurgent force of Nuila fled to 
the mountains and made good their escape. 
The number of killed and wounded during the 
attack on Ceiba is respectively ten and fifty. 
The insurgent troops that defended Ceiba 
July 28 numbered 200, the Leiva forces 550. 

Aug. 1 at 9 a. m. Dr. Francisco G. Peralta, a 
Cuban exile, and Nuilas, commandant at Cei- 
ba, together with Seflors Edwards Alvarado 
and Dr. Carcamo, both followers of 
Nuila, the two latter gravely wounded during 
the defense of Ceiba, were by order of court- 
martial, presided over by Gen. Salomon Ur- 
donez,‘ commanding the government army, 
shot as rebels and traitors. Drs. Alvarado 
and Carcamo had to be carried to the place of 
execution on account of their severe wounds 
and were shot in sitting posture. 

The residence and office of Mr. B. Toca, the 
American Consular Agent, was riddled with 
rifle bails, two of the insurgent soldiers hav- 
ing been shot dead on the lower piazza by the 
adyance guard of the Leiva forces on the 
beach. The Stars and Stripes before and dur- 
ing the attack were floating over the con- 
sulate, as well as residence of the 
agent of the Oteri line, and those of 
the French and the Spanish were 
plainly visible over gets gah! of foreign 
non-combatants.

POSTPONEMENT OF THE DEACON CASE, 


The Attorney-General Says There Is In-

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KETTELLE’S DECISION.

Chief of Police McClaughry says he will make 
arrests under the Kenny ordinance and will 
close the track if ari admission fee is charged.

4% Isn’t the city satisfied yet?’’ came a chorus 
from several officials of the club last night 
at the club office. “We've beat the city 
at every move it has made, and what 
do the officials expect to win now? We are 
prepared to go into court and prove that the 
Kenny ordinance is invalid by reason of its 
not having been officially published as pre- 
scribed by law. We're here to stay; we 
haven't backed out ofa fight yet and we'll 
fight on this latest proposition if they desire 
it”?

Chief McClaughry called upon Corporation 
Counsel Miller yesterday afternoon and asked 
for advice as to his procedure in the face of 
Judge Kettelle's decision. 

„Well,“ said Mr. Miller, one thing is cer- 
tain. You must not make any more arrests 
under Sec. 127 of the Municipal Code, That 
question is settled once for all; but two or 
three things remain. You may proceed to 
arrest those in charge of the park if it is run 
for gain; that is, if an admission fee is 
charged, under the ordinance requirmg 
amusement licenses. In the second place you 
may p to make arrests for poolselling 
and bookmaking under the Kenny ordinance 
prohibiting such things. ordinance 
still stands. I endeavored to bring it to the 
attention of Judge Horton and of Judge 
Baker, but neither touched upon it in render- 
ing his decision. I believe that it is valid, and 
op eth advise you to make arrests under it. 
In that way the question of its validity will be 
brought to an issue. If the Kenny ordinance 
will not hold, you may proceed against the 


bridge when we come to it. 

Chief McClaughry accordingly announced 
yesterday afternoon that he would give orders 
to Inspector Lewis this morning to prevent 
racing at the track if an admission fee were 
charged or if pools were sold. 


DECIDES FOR THE BOOKMAKERS, 


Text of J udge Kettelle’s Decision in the 
Garfield Park Club Case. 

Judge Kettelle yesterday decided the habeas 
corpus case of E. A. Fisher and F. A. Me- 
Avoy, bookmakers, in favor of the relators 
and discharged them from arrest. This is a 
temporary victory for the Garfield Park club, 
as the court concludes that the city officials 
have no authority to arrest men for sellmg 
pools under Sec. 127 of the criminal code, 

The court, however, did not touch upon the 
validity of the act of the Legislature passed 
in May, 1887, and when an arrest is made 
under that law it will then be a direct test as 
to whether the recent act is valid. Yesterday’s 
decision was to the effect that Sec. 127 of the 
criminal code was not intended to prohibit 
betting upon horse races by the selling of 
pools; that pool selling was not gambling; 
that the act of 1887 did not repeal directly or 
by imputation Sec. 127, and that the latter in- 
hibits gaming other than pool selling and buy- 
ing, while the act of 1887 cures the defect. 

The case came up on a stipulated statement 
of facts and raised the single question of 
whether the buying and selling of pools with- 
in the inclosure of an incorporated race track 
association was obnoxious to Sec, 127 of the 
criminal code, which reaas: 

Whoever keeps a common gaming house or in 
any building, booth, yard, garden, boat 
or float, by him or his agents used 
and occupied, procures or permits any 
person to frequent or to come together to 
play for money or other valuable thing, at any 
game of keeps or suffers to be kept any tables or 
other apparatus for the purpose of playing at any 
game of sport for money or any other valuable 
thing, or knowingly rents any such place for such 

urposes shall upon conviction for the first of- 

ense be fined not less than $100, and for the sec- 
ond offense be fined not less than $500 and be 
confined in the county jail not less than six 
months, and for the third offense shall be fin 
not less than $500 and be confined in the peniten- 
tiary not less than two years or more than five 
years. 


The question involved upon this hearing,“ 
said the Judge, “is whether buying and seil- 
ing ls within the actual inclosure of race- 


track associations, that are incorporated under 
the laws of this State, during the actual time 
of the meetings of such associations, upon 
races then being run within such inclosures 

is within the provisions of and a violation o 

Sec. 127 of the Criminal Code, Chapter 28 of 
the Revised Statutes of the State of Illinois, 
and if so whether the relators for their acts 
can be held for violating Sec. 127 in view of 
the act of the General Assembly entitled ‘An 
act to prohibit bookmaking and pool selling,’ 
approved in May, 1887. 

In the consideration by the courts of 
criminal statutes, continued the court, “a 
strict construction is always adhered to; 
nothing can he presumed, and, in case of 
doubt, such construction is given as favorable 
to the person accused of violating its provis- 
ions. Nothing is brought within a penal 
statute unless clearly and unmistakably with- 
in the strict letter of the law. Betting at horse- 
waces at common law was legal and money 
that was won upon such bots could be recov- 
ered at Jaw. But our statute has changed this 
rule and in this State a recovery may be had 
for money lost at any gaming or playing at 
cards, dice. or other game or games, and the 
Supreme Court has held that it applies to 
money wagered and bet on a horse race.

THE RACING BOARD’S PLAIN DUTY. 


Its Weak Move Against Paid Amateurs 
Causing Much Laughter. 

Does the Racing Board of the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen really desire to ascertain if cer- 
tain of the best racing men inthe country are 
hired by the manufacturers to ride their wheels? 
And does it geuuinely burn with indignation that 
these racing men should cloak their mercenary 
habits under the specious guise of amateurism, 
while at heart and in open deed, when the risk is 
minimized, they vaunt their cleverness to dodge 
and elude detection in their repreheusible pur- 
suits? Can it be possible it deems there is the 
remotest doubt that these chaps are owned by the 
wheelmakers? Granting that the board is sincere 
in its determination te weed out the blackguards 
who stain the sport by their avarice and contemn 
all those who hold themselves aloof from their 
iniquitous and corrupt practices, and also con- 
ceding that it is rightegusly moved to discover 
the true state of affairs which by gossip, subtle 
insinuations, and plain revelation in the vehicles of 
public information has set all tongues a wagging, 
then why in the name of probity does it so fal- 
teringly set to work? Scandals without number 
huve been dragged to light; ruptures have led to 
vehement denunciations and acrid rejoinders be- 
tween the makers and their riders; prizes are sold 
and pawneod; the greed of some of the cracks is 
insatiable ; and save in a ride against time or in a 
competition where the rivalry between them takes 
the form of venom and a malicious desire to be 
victorious the spectators of the sport have no 
exact means of judging whether or not events are 
won on the true merits of the performers. Jones 
lets Smith win this race and Smith accommodates 
Jones in the next one; and the public thinks they 
are — — matched, as ia truth they are, but only 
in cunn 

It is the ¢ fashion here to decry the bead work of 
the Englis men. but by what appellation 
shall one — — A the colloquies the cracks in- 
dulge in as they quietly roll along the backstretch, 
having amicably settled among themselves in the 
dress tent who /should be first to cross the 
tape? There is adefense for head work on the 
hypothesis that it is the science of racing, the 
tactics of the race track, but will any one 
hold a brief for roguery? Not the racing 
board, ure — yet with its halting, inde- 
cisive ‘policy t license to commit 
all the calen — offenses with impunity, 
threatening punishment when it-should punis 
coddling the offenders whom it vows to castigate 
when it shall have sufficient evidence to justify 
the chastisement. Let a man ride in an unsanc- 
taoned face and in a trice he is suspended for 
90 days. Ho is a nobody and his disgrace does not 
affect the sport. But let a crack flare up and 
bid the grumbling manufacturer of the wheel he 
is riding go to ae og for another manufacturer 
stands ready to give him more money, and the 
Chairman o the racing board and who serve 
under him are as blind as old Bart meus. who sat 
at the gates of Jerusalem and coulda't distinguish 
virtue and vice except as he reaped the solace of 
the one or the discomfort of the other. 

The rac board affects dullness. It has ample 
evidence at hand if it will but use it, It has the 
effect of the improper practices of the racing men 
and it uires but a rate amount of investi- 
gation to locate the cause, It is the grand jury of 
cycling which is * for the purpose — 
summon witnesses, willing and unwilling 
testify * they know concerning the ill — 
mate behavior of the men against whom public 
suspicion has oll ge leveled, not merely — or 
yesterday for there is nothing novel in the accu- 
sations—but for years back. But it timorously, 
reluctantly it would seem, ventures upon its 
most and after months 
ot muttering, 6 ring and inconsequential 
threats to annihi more heart to redress 
the evil which omen for as Fo mors h than to pen 
an unsigned, unhono and unimposing circu- 
lar letter to the manufacturers, wherein they are 
implored, entreated and beseec to put their 
hands to their own undoing and divulge the rela- 
tions they sustain to the racing men who ride for 
money and not for alory- Impeachments will be 

a long time coasting there is no sterner method 
shan this to be employed by those who sit in 
judgment, By no such gentle sorcery is the pro- 
fessional imp to be exorc Try a bludgeon, 
Chairman ymond. Collate your testimony, 
drag in the witnésses, wrench the facts from the 
manufacturers; catechise them sharply concern- 
ing = number = bb — the rac . é 
has disposed o ance or endeavo 
such sales match with the salaries that are paid; 
keep your ears open; read the papers). pray for 
discernment; biess Allah and blast the profes- 
sionals. More power to you!

They excited 
them against capitalists, employers, and busi- 
ness-men generally. . 

It is time that thoughtful men of the bus- 
iness element take this matter up and deprive 
the demagogues and agitators of these themes 
entirely. The friends of these men no longer 
ask that they be released because they are in- 
nocent. These men in their late letters confess 
that they were guilty, that under the in- 
fluence of strong sentiment and feel 
ing they did incite others to vio- 
lence, and that they are sorry for it.

ON THE TUNNEL BORINGS. 


Gross Carelessness Declared to Have Char- 
acterized Them—He Says They Were an 
Actual Damage—Yesterday’s Testimony 
in the Onderdonk Claim Case The City 
Moving Slowly in the Matter of Gar- 
bage Crematories—Onerous Conditions 
Imposed Upon the Bidders, 

The arbitrators of the Onderdonk -tunnel 
claims sat yesterday afternoon, Ald. Mo- 
Gillen presiding, and examined throe 
witnesses. Mr. Robbins, the contractor’s 
counsel, resumed the direct examination and 
Mr. Miller was present for the city. Commis- 
sioner Aldrich was present, intently listening 
to the testimony, but asking no questions. 

William R. Northway, ex-city engineer tes~ 
tified that borings were taken at intervals of 
balf a mile throughout the entire four miles. 
To the witness they indicated that at the 
depth of the proposed tunnel the ground was 
of good consistency. 

„A rumor came to our office that quicksand 
had been struck in one of the borings near 
the shore,” said Mr. Northway. ‘Mr. Art- 
ingstall told me to trace the rumor up. I 
asked Capt. Napier and he said that there 
was no truth init. The man who was in 
charge of the boring at that special point de- 
nied the truth of the rumor, 

It appears. that the borings were not made 
with sufficient care. If we had had reports of 
ground such as later developments have shown 
to exist on the line of the tunnel it would nev- 
er have been built there. The borings prove 
to have been worse than useless; they were an 
actual damage. : 


Gross Carelessness in Boring. 

Mr. Northway testified that the cost of each 
boring was $1,500. Under Mr. Miller’s cross- 
examination a number of interesting facts de- 
veloped which tended to show that gross care- 
lessness characterized the work of boring as 
conducted by Capt. Napier, that the records 
were badly kept, that the data obtained was of 
a superficial character, that specimens of the 
borings were not preserved and that the work 
was not watc by a competent engineer, 
Subsequently borings were made by an engi- 
neer of ability, the results were in due course 
verified by operations on a large scale and the 
cost of carrying on the investigations was 
much below that of the former series. 

“The borings were made, then, to deter- 
mine the character of the soil so that the cit 
might get more advantageous bids?’’ ask 
Mr. Madden. 

** Certainly, sir.“ 

Referring to the letter in evidence, leaving 
the price of the six-fodt tunnel at $18 subject 
to settlement afterward, Mr. Robbias asked 
whether Mr. Onderdonk did not endeavor to 
have a price settled on. The witness replied 
in the affirmative. Hesaid also that $18 was 
considered a fair mean between what Mr. On- 
derdonk claimed and what Mr. Cregier 
thought he ought to have. The city was in- 
demnified by moneys heid back from the con- 
tractor for any sum which the agreed price 
might fall below $18. 

Mr. Miller endeavored to prove by the wit- 
ness that $18 was accepted by Mr. Cregier and 
Mr. Purdy as a basis of estimates with the 
understanding that it was to be the maximum 
price. Mr. Northway insisted that no such 
understanding existed. 


Did Similar Work in Cleveland. 


Mr. Dennon, one of the superintendents of 
the tunnel work during the last year anda 
half, testified that the pneumatic process had 
been in use during that period. e believed 
that 18,000 feet of the present tunnel were 

ut under air pressure. In Cleveland 

e excavated a tunnel under similar 
conditiors and was paid $16 a foot ex- 
tra when the contract price was only $18. 
Compressed air was necessary in that case. 
He did not believe that the work here could 
have been done by any other than the com- 

ressed air method. He believed that $33 or 
$34 was a fair price for the six-foot tunnels 
anc $40 for the eight-foot tunnels. The use of 
high pressures necessitated the employment 
of four shifts of men instead of three shifts, 
prévented the use of mule power, and in man 
ways increased the danger and cost of tunnel- 


ing. 

Supt. Vetterlein testified that in his opinion, 
judging by the number of feet the contractor 
was able to finish a day, the price a lineal 
foot ought to have been twice as much as the 
contract allowed. 

The city willcontend that it assumed no 
liability when it permitted the contractor to 
have the advantages to be derived from bor- 
ings made at the expense of the public for the 
benefit of the city only. The hearing was 
adjourned to this afternoon at 2 o’clock, | 

The note books containing the data of Capt. 
Napier’s borings have, it appears, not been 
scrupulously preserved. They could not be 
found in the archives ot the engineer’s office 
and it was supposed, that they were at the 
Park row shaft office. An effort will be 
made to produce them for use in the present 
case.

There is but little hope that the water sup- 

ply of Chicago will be benefited from con- 

templated changes in the Bridgeport pumpmg 
system either in the near or indefinite future.

PURE WATER AT LAKE VIEW. 


It Is Coming Through the New Tunnel and 
Plenty of It Is Promised. 

With the exception of a short time in the 
morning, when the pumps were shut down, 
Lake View yesterday had all the water it 
wanted. The new pumps not being in condi- 
tion to be used, the old ones were employed, 
but they were able to furnish 13,000,000 gal- 
lons a day, and that sutticed for the needs of 
the territory. By day after tomorrow the 
new pumps will be ready to start up, and 
then a total of 30,000,000 gallons a day will be 
supplied. The water is by all odds the best 
furnished to any portion of the City of Chi- 
cago. It comes from a point in the lake 
where there is no possible chance of contami- 
nation by sewage or otherwise and is abso- 
lutely pure. Better water could not be gotten 
anywhere, 

The work on the completion of the tunnel 
to the two-mile limit will be steadily pushed. 
How long it will take to finish it cannot now 
be told, but if the delays are anyways as many 
and as long as those in the building of the first 
mile Lake View people will probably draw 
their water from the intermediate crib for 
many a long day to come. 

The present crib, under the contract, should 
have been finished June 11 last. The con- 
tractor was under a forfeit of $100 for each 
day’s delay after that date. This makes a 
total of $4,800 which he owes the city as such 
penalty. Commissioner Aldrich was asked 
yesterday by a reporter for Taz Trisuns 
what steps, if any, the city had taken to col- 
lect this money. He replied that nothing 
had, as yet, been done, nor would be until the 
time came when the final estimates were 
made and the total bill agreed upon.

FAVORS RESTRICTED COINAGE. 


Francis A. Walker’s Position Stated by 
Senator Allison—Monetary Conference. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Aug. 8.—|Special.]— 

The American Commissioners to the Interna- 
tional Monetary conference have not yet re- 
ceived official notification of their appoint- 
ment, so no steps have been taken to arrange 
for their departure to Europe. Senators Alli- 
son and Jones are in Washington, Repre- 
sentative McCreary and Mr. Cannon are in New 
York; and Gen. Walker is in Europe. Sen- 
ator Allison said tonight he thought the con- 
ference would meet late in September or 
early in October. Gen. Walker is the only 
member ot the delegation whose position on 
the silver question is not generally known, but 
this Senator Allison cleared up tonight by 
stating that Mr. Walker’s position is similar 
to his own. He is a bimetallist and a friend 
to silver, but one who favors, under present 
conditions, restricted coinage of the white 
metal in this country.

WYOMING STOCK GROWERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION AND ITS WORK. 


The State Board of Live-Stock Commis- 
sioners Was Organized to Supplant It, 

_ aad Has Accomplished Much in Saving 
Cattle from the Hands of Rustlers—List 

of the Men Who Are Prominent in the 
Association — Reports Showing What 

Has Been Done. 

Cuzyzenne, Wyo,, Aug. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
Wyoming Stock Growers’ Association was or- 
ganized April 4, 1871, and was made up of 
owners of cattle on the Wyoming ranges. 
Many of these lived in Omaha, Chicago, New 
York, Boston, and other places, but a major- 
ity were Wyoming men who were taking an 
active interest in the range business. The 
average membership of the association for the 
last twenty years has been about 300. 

The by-laws of the association set forth that 
the object was to advance the interest of the 
stock growers and live stock dealers within 
Wyoming and for the protection of the same 
against frauds and swindlers and to prevent 
the stealing of horned cattle, sheep, horses, 
and other stock. The association was recog- 
nized as being representative of the stock in- 
terests of the State, and it was recognized by 
the Legislature and was from time to time 
given power to protect the stock interests of 
the ranges. Itemployed inspectors and de- 
tectives, and they were stationed at various 
cattle markets. It organized the round-ups 
and kept a list of brands of all its members.

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work morethan eight hours in any calendar 
day except in case of extraordinary emergency. 
The government is to be the sole judge of 
when such an emergency exists. It is pointed 
out that this will work great hardship on con- 
tractors who do other work besides govern- 
meut work all in the same establishment. It 


will be necessary for them, if they desire to 


work more than eight hours on their private 
work, toshut down part of their establish- 
ment every day earlier than the rest of it. 
It is thought one effect of this will be to con- 
centrate much of the government work in a 
few establishments where little outside work 
will be done. It is expected it will add great- 


ly to the cost of most government work and 


will also greatly delay such work as shipbuild- 
ing, where it will be impossible, for want of 
space or the n machinery, for the 
contractors to make any material increase in 
the number of men employed. The law does 
not apply to any contracts already inade, but 
it will govern all future contracts, and it is 
estimated the additional cost to the govern- 
ment on work of all kinds, including navy 
contracts, river and harbor work, public build- 
inge. and soon will amount to several mill- 
ions annually. 


OFFICIALS DESERT WASHINGTON. 


Assistants in Charge of Departments—Reno- 
vating the White House. 
Wasuinaror, D. C., Aug. 8.—Officially this 
city is practically deserted, Secretary of State 
Foster being the sole representative of the 
Cabinet here.

Meant to Supplant the Associatson. 


The Legislature of 1890-’91 passed an act 
providing for a Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners. The board was composed of three 
members, uppointed by the Governor, and 
they were compelled by law to be actual own- 
ere of cattle on the ranges of the State. It 
was the intention that this commission should 
supplant the Wyoming Stock Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and have full power to regulate and 
protect the stock interests of the State. The 
act creating the board says: 

Sec. 13. The Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers shall exercise a general supervision over and, 
so far as may be, protect the live-stock interests 
of the State from theft and disease, and shall 
recommend from time to time such legislation as 
in their judgment will foster said industry. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of said Live Stock 
Commissioners to call a meeting at the capital of 
the State of all stock owners of the State on the 
first Tuesday of April of each year, for the pur- 
pose of recommending to the said Commissioners 
the laying out of the several round-up districts, 
and the time and place of beginning the round- 
ups upon the same, and to recommend the ap- 
pointment of persons for the Commissioners for 
the round-up districts. 

Sec. 17. Said Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers is hereby authorized and it is made its duty 
to appoint such stock inspectors as it may deem 
necessary forthe better protection of the live 
stock interests of the State, and to distribute 
them at such paints or places within or without 
the State as will in their judgment most effec- 
tually prevent the violation of any and all laws 
of the State for the protection df stock. 

Sec. 26. It shall the duty of all person 
shipping strays at once upon the sale thereof to 
remit to the Secretary of the Live Stock Com- 
mission the proceeds received for each and every 
stray, the ownership of which shall be unknown 
to the inspector to ma receipt for the same 
was given. If any inspector sb at any time 
soll an stray shipped from this State, shall 
immediately remit the proceeds thereof to the 
Secretary of the Live Stock Commission. 

Sec. 27. All 1244 received by the Secretary 
of the Live Stock Commission for the sale of 
straysshall be kept by such Secretary in his 
hands separate from any other fund, and shall 
be known asthe “stray fund,” and shall be so 
held by said Secretary until so paid over to the 
owners of such strays, or paid over tothe State 
Treasurer as hereinafter provided. 

The New Law Gave Satisfaction. 

The law was the outgrowth of a public 
necessity. The question discussed at the time 
was whether the State should be given up to 
thieves ard the cattle withdrawn or whether 
an effort should be made to put a stop to the 
wholesale thieving that had been going on 
and increasing from year to year. The law 
ga ve entire satisfaction to both large and 
small owners, as will be seen from the report 
of the Secretary of the commission dated April 
4,1892. It says: : , 
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t hand belon to parties 
K. vot distributed $2,180.44 
Declares the Plan Beneficial, 

In connection with the Secretary’s report 
J. W. Hammond, the Presiden tof the Board 
of Live-Stock Commissioners, says by way of 
comment on the practical working of the 


commission: 

The history of the workings ‘of the office is that 
it has returned to the owners money value of 
many thousands of cattle whith have strayed or 
been stolen. The work of the commission has 
been alike beneficial to the rich and the poor. 

One thing remarkable is that so little effort has 
been made by the so- to obtain the 
amounts they claim which are held by the com- 
mission. No suits have been brought, nor, as far 
as known, have any attorn employed to 
collect these claims. 5 , satisfactory proof 
not be forthcoming these amounts will be cov- 
ered into the State treasury, thus making a large 
surplus to the State over and above expenses in- 
curred by the commission during the year’s oper- 
ations. 

The commission has takes great polne to 
secure reliable information in regard to shipments 
of cattle from the State as to the person 
shipping them. The object has been to put no 
obstacles in the way of rightigl owners of stock, 
but in all cases where the facts show that cattle 
have been shipped by parties known to be rustlers 
the commission has made a t ugh investiga- 
oo and bas required absolute proof as to owner- 
ship. 

So perfect has the working of the Live Stock 
Commission been that the thief recogni 
that he can no on gee offer stolen cattle in. 
any of the great cattlegmarkets without being 
detected. 


THE STEEL CRUISER MARBLEHEAD. 


A 2,000-Ton Warship, and a Worthy Ad- 
dition to the New Navy. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 6.—The new Cruiser 
No, 11, or the Marblehead, as she will be 
named when she starts déwn the launching 
ways in her cradle toward Neptune’s bosom, 
is to be launched at the City Point Works at 
1 p. m., Aug. 11. The Marblehead is the third 
and last of the 2,000-ton steel cruisers author- 
ized by the act of Congress of Sept. 7, 1888, to 
be launched. The first of these three *‘ sec- 
ond-class, partially protected cruisers,” 
the Detroit, was launched at Baltimore Oet. 
28 last year. The second one put into the 
water was the Montgomery, at Baltimore, 
Dec. 5 following. The longer time to get the 


Marblehead ready to go into the water was 


due to the fact that she was not begun so soon 
as the others, and also to the suspension of the 
firm of Harrison Loring, the contractors, and 
the consequent delay in tue appointment of 
assignees, who have sincé carried on the work 
of the government at that establishment. 

Harrison pare received the contract to 
build the Marblehead Nov. 11, 1889, with the 
condition that she should be completed, ready 
to be turned over. to government thirty 
months from that time, or by May 11 last. 
The 2 ag reed 2 or building this ves- 
sel, that is for her hull and machinery, was 
$674,000, with penalties prescribed for non- 
completion within the limit upon iu 
the contract. Itis probable these penal- 
ties will not, however, be exacted by the gov- 
ernment, but Congress alone has the power of 
deciding to the contrary. 


Many improvements have been added to 
the original Jesigns of the vessel, not only for 
the comfort of her officers and crew, but to 
make certain her efficiency as a vessel of war, 
and there is no doubt that she and her two 
sisters will take high rank among those of 
their type in other navies, not in fighting aual- 
ities alone, but also for speed ana seaworthi- 
ness. The graceful outlines of this vessel 
— be traced with those acquainted 
with marine architecture upon reference 
to the rar cut, but the symmetrical 
contours of the hull and the overhanging stern 
canpot be seen to their excellent advantages 
so well as by looking at the vessel itself as she 
lies out of water. The lines andgurfaces are so 
fine and well proportioned that high speed is 
assured with the steam power provided. It will 
also be observed that contrary to the practice 
as followed in the larger cruisers of dispens- 
ing with masts and sails for auxiliary power 
the Marblehead has two masts and is to have 
the rig of a schooner. This mg will result in 
a saving of a part of the heavy coal bills, in- 
asmuch as when going from port to port 
alone, and when there is no special need of 
hurry, she may proceed under sail. In addi- 
tion to the sails shown when not under steam 
she could carry. a large staysail—a sail be- 
tween the fore and main masts. She also has 
two smokepipes, or one for each fireroom, a 
set of boilers being in each. 

The principal dimensions of the cruiser 
are: Length on water-line 257 feet. beam 37 
feet, draught 144¢ feet, displacement 2,000tons, 
maximum horse-power 5,400, speed 17 knots. 
An incentive to reach a higher speed than the 
one agreed upon is contained in the contract, 
in which the government has promised a 
premium of $25,000 for each quarter of a knbt 
maintained in excess of the speed guaranteed 
at the final four-hours’ steam trial; and for 
each quarter of a knot that she falls below 
seventeen knots, a penalty of the same 
amount will be exacted from the builders. 
There are also penalties for delays in com- 
pleting the vessel at the time specified, pro- 
viding such delays are not the fault of the 
Navy Department; also for overweight in ma- 
chinery. 

The motive power is provided by triple ex- 
pansion * of the vertical, inverted type 
one on each side of the vessel, and connec 
with each of the twin screws. They may be 
run at a maximum speed of 185 revolutions a 
minute. Below the steel protection deck in 
water-tight compartments are three double- 
ended main boilers amd two auxiliary boilers 
for working the heating, ventilating, pump- 
ing, and other light machinery. The vessel 
has a bunker capacity for 435 tons of coal, 
which may be so distributed as to secure the 
best — protection to engines and boil- 
ers. vessel has no armor plating, so de- 
fined, but her protective deck, which starts at 
& point below the water-line at the sides, 
curves upwards amidships, and is eleven- 
sixteenths of an inch thick on the slopes, 
nine-sixteenths on the level over the machin- 
ery, and slightly thinner at the ends. This 
deck is intended to give protection to the ma- 
chinery, magazines, and steering-gear against 
the fire from machine guns. The conning 
tower is constructed of two-inch mild steel. 

The. battery will consist of two 6-inch 
breech-loading rifles, one mounted forward on 
the forecastle and the other aft on the poop- 
deck, the crews being protected from the ene- 
my’s fire dy steel shields so inclined that the 
shot striking them will be deflected; eight 5- 
inch breech-loading rifles mounted in spon- 
sons, four on each side of the ship; six 6- 
pounder and two 1-pounder rapid-firing guns, 
and two gatling Among the novel feat- 
ures of the vessel are coffer-dams. extend 
nearly the entire length of the ship on e 
side of the water-tig k. These will be 
filled with cellulose, a water-excluding mate- 
rial manufactured from the fiber of cocoa- 
nut, The particular value of this material

MEANS BUSINESS NOW. 


THE SMOKE PREVENTION SOCIETY 
ADOPTS A VIGOROUS POLICY. 


Smoke Offenders to Be Prdsecuted and the 
Prosecutions Kept Up Until Actual Re- 
form Isa Fact—Lawyers Employed to 
Conduct the Case—Six Watchmen to Be 
Employed to Note the Offensive Tugs— 
An End Made to Conciliatory Measures 
and the Educational Policy. ' 


Three resolutions adopted yesterday after- 
noon by the Directors of the Smoke Preven- 
tion Society will furnish that organization 
with a full set of teeth. 

Smoke offenders have imagined heretofore 
that the Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
was a watch dog, which only barked and 
growled, se 

The policy of the society in the past has been, 
to a certain extent, editationail and concili- 
atery. 

From now on the policy will be thoroughly 
aggressive and smoke offenders will be prose- 
cuted in season and out of season. There has 
been some difference of opinion, it appears, 
among the directors of the society, as to the 
wisdom of opening up an aggressive campaign. 
A few of them believed that the business-men 
of the city could be educated up to the idea 
of preventing smoke, and that coercion would 
not be advisable. The feeling, however, in 
favor of the new order of things, was unan- 
imous yesterday afternoon. 

Three of the five directors, Bryan Lathrop, 
Franklin H. Head, and Owen F. Aldis, were 
present. The other two members, Samuel W. 
Allerton and William J. Chalmers, are at 
present out of the city. The first of the three 
resolutions provides that the society’s officers 
at once institute prosecutions against the tug 
com panies and that such prosecutions be car- 
ried on vigorously and incessantly until the 
various towing companies show signs of good 
faith in adopting measures to lessen the 
smoke production on the part of the tugs. 


THE BREVOORT HOUSE AT WORK.’ 


The same course will be adopted in regard 
to stationary boilers in the down-town dis- 
trict. The railroad companies will not be 
molested until Sept. 1, as they appear to be 
tact ag in good faith with the public and with 
the Smoke Prevention Society. 

The second resolution adopted provides that 
no suit be continued or dismissed against any 
smoke offender unless the defendant in the 
suit brings a written contract promising to 
adopt some device or to make such changes 
as will satisfy the society that the smoke nui- 
sance in his particular case will be abated. 

Lawyers Employed to Prosecute. 

The third resolution is possibly the most 
interesting and important. It provides that 
the law firm of Matz & Fisher be employed to 
prosecute the smoke cases brought at the 
instance of the society. 

The experience of the society, as well as of 


| Smoke Inspector George, with the tug owners 


has been extremely unsatisfactory. Early in 
July the Secretary of the Smoke Prevention 
Society wrote to the four different towing com- 
panies, and submitted the engineer’s report 
on the subject of preventing smoke on tug 
boats. The letter contained the following: 

We have not felt previously like bring the 
subject to your immediate attention until we 
were in a position to tell you how smoke could be 
prevented. We shall not annoy you further in 
this matter until after Sept. 1. 1892. We think 
that the time between now and then is a reason- 
able period to allow you to cami roms t after 
the fashion suggested by us. We wish it to be 
understood that we do not insist upon our advice 
being followed in this matter. Any action of your 
own of whatsoever character which results in 
smoke prevention will be satisfactory to us. 

Instead of waiting until Sept. 1 to institute 
suits the society will begin prosecution 
promptly after Thursday, Aug. 11. The tug 
companies, it appears, have not shown the 
slightest intention of adopting measures look- 
ing toward the abatement of the smoke nui- 
sance. Aug. 5 the society sent a commnu- 
nication by a special messenger to each of the 
four tug companies calling attention to the 
society’s previous letter and asking them what 
steps they had taken or expected to take be- 
fore Sept. 1. These letters were addressed to 
the Dunham Towing and Wrecking company, 
the Chicago Towmg company, the Independ- 
ent Towing company, and the Vessel Owners’ 
Towmg company. The first three companies 
entirely ignored the society’s inquiry. 
fourth, through Mr. Higgie, made an unsatis- 
factory answer, which was in effect that they 
could, by a certain device, prevent a certain 
percentage of smoke under certain spocified 
conditions. ö 

This Letter Is Different. 

The letter which will be sent out this morn- 
ing will be of an entirely different ‘character 
from the letter which was sent out early in 
July. It will notify the towing: com panies 
that the society will station its men along the 
Chicago-River, and will lodge suits indiscrim- 
inately against tugs which may be found smok- 
ing. The society is through negotiating with 
and advising the tug-owners. It will now — 
what a series of suits, vigorously prosecuted, 
will do in changing the feelings of the tug- 
owners. s 

“We will try to bring sixty suits a week 
against stationary boilers from this time on,” 
said the Secretary of the society yesterday 
afternoon. ‘** We will try to bring as many 
more each week against the .tug-owners. We 
will station two menon the North Branch, two 
on the main river, and two on the South Branch. 
We will bring a suit for every violation not 
Matz & Fisher had charge of the suits against 
delinquent World's Fair subscribers, and are 
thoroughly familiar with the pushing of this 
class of suits. 

The stack at the rear of the Brevoort House 
was one of the most noticeable of offenders 
yesterday afternoon. The stack is a sheet 
Iron affair at the south end of the building, 
which has recently been raised about fifteen 
or twenty feet above the building. The build- 
ing is one of the structures against which 
suits were recently brought by the Smoke So- 
ciety. From the examination made by tne 
engineer of this society the plant in itself is 
defective. The flues are rather too small and 
the arnount of work done is uneven. The 
owners of the building have made no reply to 
the summons by the society and from appear- 
ances have made no effort to stop the smoke 
nuisance caused by their plant.

: STILL CUTTING RATES. 


EAST-BOUND b ROADS BADLY HURT 


BY THE VANDALIA, 


It Promised to Restore Kates, but Has Not 
Yet Done So—Further Decrease in East- 
Bound Shipments—Arbitrators Getting 
Ready to Try Appealed Cases of the 
Santa Fe—Scheme to Remove Ticket 
Offices from Clark Street—The Transcon- 
tinental Association Trembling. 

East-bound freight shipments by the all- 
rail lines from Chicago are growing smaller 
from veek to week. Last week’s through 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
were the lightest in a year, amounting to only 
15,126 tons by all the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion roads. 

The -ause is claimed to be the competition 
of the Vandalia, which, by making a reduced 
rate, is diverting much of the business over 
its lines. The Chicago east-bound roads 
would have met the Vandalia’s rate if it had 
not been for the announcement that the Van- 
dalia had agreed to advance the rate, The 
Vandalia, however, continues to take the busi- 
ness at the cut rates, and as no date has been 
named when it isto advance the rates, its 
competitors are now figuring out the time 
when it will get ready to restore tariff rates. 
It is evident that the Vandalia is play- 
ing a shrewd game and is making 
enough contracts to give it all the 
business it will need to keep it busy for the 
rest of the season. When it has accomplished 
this it will be ready to restore the rates. 

The Erie, which afforded the Vandalia an 
outlet to the East, all other trunk lines having 
refused to accept its freight at the cut rate, 
gave notice a few days ago that it would re- 
fuse to accept the Vandalia’s business at the 
cut rates if that road did not at once advance 
the rates. But the Erie is pledged to take all 
the Vandalia’s business at the reduced rates 
contracted for previous to the time the rates 
will be restored by that road. It is therefore 
safe to presume that the Vandalia and Erie 
will have all the freight they can carry for 
some time to come, while the other roads will 
continue to do a light business. 

What the Shipments Have Been. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads during the last 
week amounted to 15,126 tons, against 
19,207 tons for the week previous and 
20,377 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
1,663 tons, against 1,856 tons last year; grain, 
7, 393 tons, against 12, 394 tons: provisions, 
6, 070 tons, against 6,127 tons. The percent- 
ages carried by the various roads were as fol- 
lows: Chicago and Grand ‘Trunk, 21.7; 
Michigan Central, 15.6; Lake Shore, 16.9; 
Fort Wayne, 15; Pan Handle, 10.4; Baltimore 
and Ohio, 8.2: Nickel Piate, 12.2. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East by the various 
east-bound roads for the week ending last 
Saturday amounted to 52,745 tons, against 
53,872 tons for the week previous and 44,614 
tons for the corresponding week last year. 
The tonnage carried by the various roads was 
as 1 Michigan on * 389 tons: 
Wabash, 2,926; Lake 7,269 ; Fort 
Wayne, 4, 508 ; Pan Handi 6.3 384 Baltimore 
and Ohio, 2 681: Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
4,379; N ickel Plate, 3,996; Chicago and Erie, 
6,881; Big Four, 6,337. 

The tonnage carried by the lake lines from 
Chicago to the East during the last week 
amounted to 89,183 tons, against 91,407 tons 
for the week previous. 


WILL BE ARBITRATED SOON, 


Two Santa Fe Appeal Cases Ready fora 
Hearing and Decision, 

There is a prospect now that one or two of 
the cases of appeal made by the Santa Fé 
against decisions of Chairman Caldwell in the 
Denver $12 rate-war case will come to a speedy 
issue. Mr. Donald, appointed arbitrator by 
the Santa Fé, and Mr. Murray, appointed by 
Mr. Caldwell, have appointed Mr. Holding. 
General Attorney of the Big Four road at 
Cleveland, as the third arbitrator, and a hear- 
ing will be given as soon asadate can be 
agreed upon. 

‘he question to be decided by this arbitra- 
tion is whether the appointment of Shattuc 
aud A. J. Smith in two of the appealed cases 
by Chairman Caldwell was legal under the 
agreement. The Santa Fé people contend 
that the Chairman, having failed to appoint 
these men within fivedays from the time 
notice of appeal was given, lost his claim 
to name an arbitrator. Chairman Caidwell, 
on the other hand, contends that under the 
agreement he has five days from the time the 
Santa Fé raised objection to his appointment 
in which to name the arbitrator. Should the 
arbitrators find inst Chairman Caldwell 
the Santa Fé’s arbitrator will be the one to de- 
cid2 the case. If, on the other hand, the de- 
cision should sustain Mr. Caldwell, the latter 
will be master of the situation and the Santa 
Fs will lose its case. In the latter event it is 
certain that the Santa Fé will withdraw from 
the association. 

The Santa Fé people are greatly elated over 
the tact that their Kn ights —Templar business 
to Denver exceeded their most sanguine ex- 
pectafions. Up toSaturday noon they car- 
ried 7,227 passengers at $12 each for the round 
trip. Saturdays and Sunday's business 
was heavy and added eee to the number. 
The Santa Fé people feel certain that the total 
number of passengers carried for that occa- 
sion will foot up between 10,000 and 11,000 
people. The total revenue from this business 
will be about $120,000, of which, they say, over 
$60,000 will be net profit. This will be the 
direct gain, and the company expect to make 
indirectly from business of their Colorado, 
Midland and New Mexico lines about 92, 000 
more.

The Phonophore—A Combined Telegraph 


and Telephone of Wonderful Power. 

It is difficult to bonvey to the lay mind an 
accurate comprehension of a process so ex- 
ceecingly technical, says the London Times, 
but it may briefly be said that Mr. Langdon- 
Davies in the phonophore ”’ utilizes not the 
electric current but the noises caused by 
induction. The signals are transmitted by a 
series of induced electric im pulses, and the 
success of the system is found in the ability of 
the inductive force to pass through insulations 
which eiectric currents cannot penetrate. A 
wire may be blown down and in contact with 
the earth, yet so long as it is not broken it 
will carry a phonophoric message. 

By meaus of the phonophore m can 
be ttansmitted with extraordinary rapidity, 
and there is practically no limit to the num- 
ber of telegrams that Ben be sent simultane- 
ously mes the same wire. And, as we have 
hinted, Mr. Langdon Davies’ system is as use- 
Tul telephonically as it is telegraphically. A 
wire which is conveying électric signals can{at 
the same time be used for telephonic conver- 
sation without either the message or the con- 
versation suffering in the least. 


Three of the principal railway companies 


have already adopted the phonophore; and it 
mußt be obvious, even to the urscientific 
mind, that phonophoric tęlegraphy and teleph- 
ony, in so vastly increasing the electrician’s 
power over the wires, have before them a very 
great future. The phonophore, indeed, in- 
creases almost to infinity the number of words 
that can be transmitted in a given time,

INSURANCE NEWS. 


An exhaustive opinion has recently been pre- 
pared by Foley & Howell, New York attorneys, 
on the question of the validity of life-insurance 
policies in cases wherp a 2 of the premium 
is paid back asa rebate. Their conclusion is based 
upon elementary nag setae of law and decided 
cases, and upon t nature and purpose of the 
statute itself, that a policy of life insurance, upon 
which a rebate of premiums is made, promised or 
allowed, directly or indirectly, or which does not 
state upon its face the true contract entered into 
between the parties in respect to premiums, is 
absolutely void, and is not enforcable in any 
court of justice. The Court of Common Pleas at 
Toledo has recently rendered a decision in this 
same line. The suit was to enforce payment of a 
note of $275 originally made by Craig in payment 
of the first premium on a life policy issued to 
him. On the back of the note was a credit of 


$75. The evidence showed that no payment of 


that amount had actually been made, but that the 
credit represented a rebate of the premium. The 
court held in effect that the credit on the note 
was evidence of an illegal act, therefore enforce- 
ment of the payment of the note was denied the 
plaintiff; furthermore, that the issuance of the 
insurance contract being based on an illegal 
transaction, the policy was avoided thereby 
and no claim under the policy could be held 
against the company. 


A comparative statement of the receipts and 
losses of companies doing business in Indiana has 
been compiled by Rough Notes of Indianapolis for 
the six months ending June 30, 1891 and 1592. The 
companies tabulated generally show an increase 
in the amount of premiums received. The fire 
losses appear not to have been excessively heavy 
in Indiana for the last six months, and the com- 
— have done fairly well in that State. The

by the Home of New York, which receiv pre- 
miums to the amount of $132. 000. The company’s 
business was none too profitable, however, for the 
amount of losses paid by it foots up $74,500. The 
life insurance business —— shows steady increase 
over the record of the preceding year.

The New York Life and the Northwestern utual 
take close rank for second place. Premiums re- 
ceived by the New York Life amounted to $155,900 
and by the Northwestern Mutual $152,200. These 
three companies are the only ones among those 
reporting which passed the $100,000 mark. 


The request of Secretary Stone of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, protesting against the ap- 
plication of the 80 per cent coinsurance clause to 
grain in elevators, meets with a difference of 
opinion among managers asto the remedy. It is 
admitted that so long as the 80 per cent clause is 
applied here, and is not elsewhere in competing 
citits, a discrimination will be worked against the 
Chicago market which the companies are bound 
to rectify. Managers believe it would be better 
to labor with the insurancs men in competing 
towns in order to induce them to apply tne 80 per 
cent clause rather than to recede from its appli- 
cation here.

The fire loss last week was a little below the 
average so far this year. The total, as gathered 
by the Standard, is $2,159,000. The weekly aver- 
age so far ne year is $2,378,000. The total for the 
month of July was the smallest for any month 
— ear, with the exception of June. The total 

10,278,000 and tlre total for the seven months 
of t the year 2 $75,399,000, which runs ahead of last 
year’s total by $i, 600,000. For July Michigan led 
all other States in the extent of the tire loss, the 
total being $1,415,000.

Buton the other hand 
there is an unquestionable broadening of the 
markets in line with this restoration of confidence 
that long established commercial usages will not 
be disturbed. Prices for such commodities as 
wheat and pork product are not considered high, 
looking at them from view points, 
and unwritten, but ever

uring the long weeks of wearisome discussion 
of the anti-option bills at Washington, however, 
the speculative world was afraid to have any- 
thing to do with new business. But with a belief 
that present trade methods will continue there is 
more competitive buying.

In wheat, for ex- 
ample, they do not make purchases with a view

For example, the foreign 
markets showed little strength, nor was there 
any apparent demand of consequence for 
wheat for home consumption or for export ac- 
count; receipts of new wheat from,the thrashing 
machines at the various Western primary mar- 
ket-places were simply enormous and stocks in 
public warehouses are piling up rapidly, with an 
increase during last week alone of more than 
2,000,000 bushels. Yet in the face of these facts 
values appreciated materiaily, with the farmer
